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HISTORY  OF  THE  INTERCOLLEGIATE  CONFERENCE 
OF  FACULTY  REPRESENTATIVES

I  HE  first  intercollegiate  football  game  played  in  the  United 
States  was  between  Princeton  and  Rutgers  in  November  of 
1869.  For  a  few  years  after  that  there  were  no  standardized 
regulations,  and  often  the  rules  under  which  a  particular  con- 
test was  played  were  agreed  upon  a  few  days,  a  few  hours,  or  even  a 
few  minutes  before  the  game. 

In  the  Harvard-Yale  game  of  1892,  Yale  introduced  the  flying 
wedge.  This  play  and  the  mass  momentum  principle  upon  which  it 
was  founded  were  so  productive  of  extreme  roughness  and  conse- 
quent injuries  that  by  the  end  of  1893  the  football  world  was  in  a 
condition  of  chaos.  The  Army  and  Navy  game  was  abolished,  and 
the  old  Football  Association,  consisting  of  the  larger  Eastern  uni- 
versities, was  reduced  to  two  members.  Sweeping  revision  of  the  rules 
failed  to  bring  about  amity,  for  in  1 894  Harvard  and  Yale  split, 
Cornell  confined  its  team  to  its  home  grounds,  and  the  Big  Four  of 
football.  Harvard,  Pennsylvania,  Princeton,  and  Yale,  after  having 
controlled  the  game  since  1876,  lost  their  power  and  influence  through 
an  inability  to  agree  among  themselves. 

At  this  time  football  was  assuming  importance  in  the  West  and 
in  1895  the  need  for  a  definite  organization  was  felt  by  the  Western 
universities.  President  Smart  of  Purdue  called  together  the  presidents 
of  Chicago,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Northw^estern,  and  Wis- 
consin in  a  meeting  that  was  to  lead  ultimately  to  the  formation  of  the 
Intercollegiate  Conference  of  Faculty  Representatives,  popularly 
known  as  the  Western  Conference  or  the  Big  Ten.  This  meeting  is 
more  important  for  what  it  promised  than  for  what  it  actually  accom- 
plished, but  on  February  8,  1896,  representatives  of  the  same  institu- 
tions met  at  the  call  of  President  McMillan  of  Minnesota  and  laid 
down  rules  and  established  precedents  that  have  been  followed  by 
regional  conferences  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  this  date,  1896, 
that  marks  the  real  beginning  of  the  Intercollegiate  or  Western  Con- 
ference. 

In    1893,    seven   of  the   football  men  representing  one  of  the  uni- 
versities   that    W3LS    later    to   become    a    member    of    the    Intercollegiate 
Conference   w^ere    not    enrolled    in    the    institution    during    the    football 
season.      This  is  an  example  of  only  one  of  the  conditions  the  Inter- 
-  collegiate  Conference  sought  to  correct.      Eligibility  rules  with  respect 
V  to  residence  and  scholarship  w^ere  introduced,  and  an  effort  w^as  made 
_  to   modify   the  playing  rules  in  such   a  w^ay  as  to   improve   the   game 
L,  and  reduce  the  possibility  of  injury  to  players.

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On  December  1,  1899,  Indiana  University  and  the  State  University 
of  Iowa  were  admitted  to  membership.  Ohio  State  University  was 
admitted  April  6,  1912.  The  University  of  Michigan  withdrew  from 
the  Conference  on  the  14th  of  January,  1908,  was  on  June  9,  1917, 
invited  to  return,  and  resumed  membership  November  20,    1917. 

By  1905,  brutality  and  cheating  had  again  crept  into  football. 
Even  President  Roosevelt,  desirous  of  saving  the  game  for  its  good 
qualities,  intervened  to  the  extent  of  summoning  to  the  White  House 
representatives  of  Harvard,  Princeton,  and  Yale.  "Brutality  and 
foul  play,"  he  said,  "should  receive  the  same  summary  punishment 
given  to  a  man  who  cheats  at  cards." 

Although  conditions  in  the  Conference  were  not  so  serious  as  in 
many  other  parts  of  the  country,  it  was  felt  that  certain  reforms  were 
desirable.  Accordingly,  legislation  was  passed  requiring  one  full 
year's  residence,  one  full  year's  work,  and  a  three  year  playing  limit. 
Schedules  were  limited  to  five  games,  practice  before  the  regular 
playing  season  was  prohibited,  and  contests  in  which  the  rivalry  was 
unduly  keen  were  suspended  for  a  period  of  two  years.  The  three 
year  playing  limit  was  made  retroactive. 

At  a  special  meeting,  September  26,  1918,  the  Conference  sus- 
pended "its  activities  as  a  controlling  body,"  at  the  same  time  tender- 
ing to  the  War  Department,  "its  services  in  carrying  on  Athletic 
Activities,  both  intramural  and  intercollegiate,  in  and  among  its 
members."  It  declared  its  former  authority  in  effect  on  December  7, 
1918. 

The  Conference  has  no  written  constitution,  but  is  governed  by 
precedent  and  by  various  resolutions  passed  from  time  to  time.  Only 
institutions  having  full  and  complete  faculty  control  may  retain  mem- 
bership. Each  of  the  ten  institutions  at  present  comprising  the  Con- 
ference is  entitled  to  one  representative  and  to  one  vote.  The 
representative  is  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  his  institution  and  is  not 
primarily  connected  with  athletics  or  with  the  department  of  physical 
education. 

A  severe  loss  to  the  Conference  was  the  death  recently  of  Pro- 
fessor G.  A.  Goodenough,  who  had  served  as  faculty  representative 
of  the  University  of  Illinois  for  twenty-three  years.

Although  the  University  of  Chicago  is  one  of  two  endowed  universities  in  the 
Big  Ten,  and  consequently  has  a  much  smaller  undergraduate  body  than  the  eight 
state  school  members  from  which  to  draw  its  teams,  the  record  of  Chicago  is  one 
of  the  best  in  the  Conference.  In  football,  Chicago  teams  have  won  the  champion- 
ship or  shared  it  eight  seasons,  and  in  another,  1922,  the  team  was  undefeated  in 
the  Conference.  In  average  number  of  points  scored  per  game  in  the  Conference 
from  1895  to  1927  inclusive,  Chicago  teams  tied  for  second  with  Minnesota,  behind 
Michigan,  which  was,  however,  not  a  member  of  the  Conference  from  1908  until 
after  the  season  ended  in  1917.  Chicago's  average  of  points  was  15.2.  In  percentage 
of  games  won.  Maroon  teams  were  second,  with  .666,  and  the  defensive  strength  of 
the  teams  is  shown  by  the  average  of  7.4  points  per  game  scored  by  opponents. 

Seven  Maroon  basketball  teams  have  won  or  tied  for  championships.  Track 
teams  have  won  three  indoor  championships  and  four  outdoor  titles.  The  baseball 
team  has  won  five  championships  and  tied  for  another.  The  swimming  team  has 
won  eight  titles.  The  water  basketball  and  polo  teams  have  won  four,  tied  for 
another,  and  have  never  been  below  second  place.  Maroon  tennis  teams  easily  lead 
the  Conference  in  titles  won,  having  taken  both  singles  and  doubles  in  thirteen 
years  ;  the  singles  title  only  in  four  other  seasons,  and  the  doubles  titles  only  in  six 
other  seasons.  Ten  gymnastic  championships  have  been  won  by  the  Maroons,  eight 
of  them  since  1917,  the  team  finishing  second  the  other  four  years.  The  record 
shows  seven  fencing  championships,  four  cross-country  titles,  and  nine  golf 
championships. 

Intramural  sports  play  a  leading  part  in  the  athletic  program  of  the  University 
of  Chicago.  Last  year  1,072  different  men,  65  per  cent  of  the  undergraduate  men, 
participated  in  an  intramural  program  of  18  sports.  In  addition  to  Stagg  Field, 
one  of  the  largest  stadia  in  the  country  with  its  60,000  capacity,  four  other  large 
playing  fields  are  provided  for  athletic  use  at  Chicago.  The  requirements  of 
varsity  and  intramural  sports  now  extend  Bartlett  Gymnasium  to  the  limit,  but  a 
new  field  house  is  planned  as  part  of  the  University's  expansion  program. 

No  record  of  Chicago  athletics,  nor  of  intercollegiate  athletics,  would  be  complete 
without  recognition  of  the  great  part  played  by  Director  A.  A.  Stagg.  Since  1892. 
Mr.  Stagg  has  been  athletic  director  and  football  coach  at  Chicago,  a  record 
unapproached  by  any  coach  in  the  country.  Until  last  season,  he  also  was  the  head 
track  coach.  Few  men  have  exercised  such  a  signal  influence  on  the  course  of 
American  amateur  athletics  as  Mr.  Stagg.  He  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  keenest 
football  coaches  in  the  country,  and  as  a  player,  coach,  and  member  of  the  Football 
Rules  Committee,  of  which  he  is  now  the  senior  figure,  he  has  had  a  leading  part 
in  the  development  of  football,  greatest  of  college  sports.  He  has  been  one  of  the 
effective  forces  in  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association,  and  was  one  of 
those  who  developed  the  Western  Intercollegiate  Conference.  His  influence  has 
led  to  the  elimination  of  many  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  college  athletics.  A 
crusader  for  clean  sportsmanship  whose  sincerity  has  never  been  questioned,  Mr. 
Stagg  has  made  his  influence  felt  everywhere.  Chicago  has  achieved  under  Mr. 
Stagg  a  reputation  for  sportsmanship  and  honest  adherence  to  the  rules  of  amateur 
athletics  that'  it  cherishes  more  than  its  victories.  It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that 
Chicago  had  the  first  department  of  physical  culture  and  athletics  of  any  college, 
and  that  Air.  Stagg  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  faculty  when  he  came  to  the 
University,  a  development  since  followed  by  most  other  colleges.  Faculty  ranking 
is  held  by  practically  all  of  the  Chicago  staff.  Mr.  Stagg's  assistants  are  H.  O. 
Crisler,  Nelson  Norgren,  Ned  Merriam.  Dan  Hoffer,  Dr.  Dudlev  Reed,  Dr.  C.  O. 
Molander.  Edward  McGillivray,  R.  V.  Merrill,  A.  A.  Stagg,  Jr.,  and  S.  K.  Vorres. 

In  some  of  the  major  sports  last  year,  Chicago  had  a  disastrous  season,  but  the 
future  arouses  no  apprehension.  One  retarding  factor  of  recent  years,  the  im- 
pression that  the  undergraduate  college  might  be  eliminated,  has  been  definitely 
removed.  This  rumor  never  had  any  foundation  in  fact,  and  both  Acting-President 
Frederic  Woodward  and  President-Elect  Robert  M.  Hutchins  have  ended  it  with 
their  statements  of  plans  for  the  development  of  an  undergraduate  college  that 
will  be  excelled  nowhere  in  the  countn.-.  Residence  halls  for  undergraduates  will 
be  built  this  year  at  a  cost  of  three  million  dollars,  permitting  a  much  larger  number 
of  students  to  live  in  the  University  community  than  at  present,  with  consequent 
benefit  to  all  phases  of  student  life,  including  athletics.

Intercollegiate  athletics,  intramural  athletics  and  physical  education  are  com- 
bined harmoniousl}^  in  the  program  of  the  University  of  Illinois  department 
of  physical  welfare.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  under  Director  Huflf  as  coach,  Illinois  baseball 
teams  in  twenty-four  years  won  eleven  championships  and  tied  another.  The 
records  of  the  teams  coached  by  Harry  Gill  are  most  exceptional,  while,  under 
Robert  C.  Zuppke,  the  Illini  have  figured  in  seven  football  championships. 

Illinois'  Memorial  Stadium  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $2,000,000  is  a  gift  of 
alumni  and  students.      It  is  the  center  of  a  large  plant. 

Annually  some  9,000  students,  including  duplications,  compete  in  intramural 
athletics.  The  University  afifords  a  total  of  126  acres  of  improved  outdoor 
playground  space  for  the  disposal  of  the  'T-M"  department  in  its  management 
of  intramural  sports  activities.  This  includes  two  quarter-mile  tracks,  twelve 
oaseball  diamonds,  forty  tennis  courts,  a  golf  course  and  two  soccer  fields. 
There  are  four  buildings  on  the  campus  devoted  entirely  to  physical  education 
vvhich  are  at  the  command  of  the  intramural  department.  Twelve  basketball 
courts,  thirteen  handball  courts,  six  volley  ball  courts,  two  swimming  tanks,  a 
boxing  and  wrestling  room  and  two  indoor  tracks  form  this  indoor  athletic 
plant. 

A  large  part  of  the  Illinois  football  profit  is  being  used  for  the  development 
of  intramural  athletics.  More  than  $55,000  was  recently  expended  for  installing 
floors,  walls  and  ceiling  in  the  west  Great  Hall  of  the  Memorial  Stadium  to 
make  it  available  for  intramural  basketball,  volley  ball,  and  handball.  This 
provided  five  basketball  courts  or  eleven  volley  ball  or  handball  courts.  The 
Athletic  Association  next  will  erect  an  artificial  ice  skating  rink  at  a  cost  of 
probably  more  than  $300,000. 

A  new  note  in  the  physical  education  program  required  by  the  university  is  to 
teach  students  how  to  play  sports  and  games  so  that  they  wiU  be  able  to  play 
them  not  only  as  students  but  in  afterlife.  Instead  of  perfunctory  physical 
education  classes  in  which  attendance  is  all  that  is  required,  students  arc  graded 
for  their  work  just  as  in  other  departments.

The  National  Intercollegiate  Track  and  F"ield  Meet  at  Chicago  brought  to  a 
close  one  of  the  most  successful  of  all  sports  years  for  In_diana  University. 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  year  have  been  the  winning  of  the  state  inter- 
collegiate track  meet  by  Coach  E.  C.  Hayes'  well-balanced  team,  the  rise  of 
his  undefeated  cross-country  team  to  the  Big  Ten  championship,  the  record 
of  Coach  W.  H.  Thom's  wrestling  team  which  won  third  in  the  Big  Ten  last 
winter,  the  defeats  of  Michigan  and  Northwestern  in  football,  the  healthy 
position  won  in  baseball,  the  gaining  for  two  consecutive  years  of  the  Indiana 
state  intercollegiate  golf  crown^  a  state  title  in  swimming  and  the  plucky 
battling   of   Everett   Dean's   basketball   team. 

The  most  colorful  sport  of  the  year  was  football,  which  i_s  always  a  para- 
mount sport  at  Indiana.  Although  the  Hoosier  team  failed  to  attain  that  goal 
to  which  Indiana  grid  coaches  have  striven  for  years — the  Conference  title — • 
the  fight  and  pluck  of  the  Crimson  jerseyed  players  were  bywords  with  Big  Ten 
fans.     Pat   Page's   "Scrappin'   Hoosiers"   well   lived   up   to   their   name. 

Chunky  Charles  ("Chuck")  Bennett,  of  Linton,  one  of  the  captains  of  the 
eleven,  received  the  coveted  Chicago  Tribune  most  valuable  player  award,  an 
award  sought  by  the  best  in  the  Big  Ten.  Bennett,  along  with  Clare  Ran- 
dolph, of  Elkhart,  who  was  termed  by  sports  writers  as  "a  cyclone  on  the 
defense,"  were  almost  unanimous  choices  on  mythical  All-Conference  teams, 
and  were  chosen  for  many  of  the  first  All-Western  elevens. 

Outstanding  on  the  calendar  of  the  1928  team's  achievements  were  the 
victories  over  Northwestern  and  Michigan,  both  won  by  earned  touchdowns. 
The  Wolverines,  for  many  years  one  of  the  most  dreaded  foes  in  American 
football,  were  beaten  by  Indiana  for  the  first  time.  Northwestern  went  down 
in  a  mud  battle  to  the  far  superior  charging  backfield  men  of  Indiana.  In 
making  the  lone  touchdown  of  the  Wildcast  game,  Chuck  Bennett  raced  73 
yards  through  a  sea  of  mud  and  water  for  the  Wildcat  goal  line.  The  Con- 
ference champions  for  two  years,  Illinois,  got  the  scare  of  their  lives  when 
Indiana  visited  Champaign.  The  scrappin'  Hoosier  team,  although  losing, 
13-7,  showed  itself  well  above  the  Illini  in  various  departments  of  the  game. 
This  same  spirit  was  present  when  Ohio  State  took  the  Homecoming  game 
13-0,  and  when  a  crippled  Indiana  team  held  Minnesota's  bone  crushers,  21-12. 
In  the  latter  game,  Indiana  broke  a  long  standing  record  by  scoring  two 
touchdowns  on  the  Gopher's  home  gridiron. 

The  disappointment  of  the  vear  was  Indiana's  loss  to  Purdue,  14-0,  in  the 
final  game,  though  Indiana  gained  nearly  two  yards  to  Purdue's  one.  Welch, 
Boilermaker  back,  proved  too  much  for  the  Page-men,  and  crossed  their 
goal  line  twice.  The  toll  of  a  heavy  six  game  Big  Ten  season  told  in  this 
final  game. 

Although  secondary  to  football  during  the  fall  sports  season,  cross-country 
was  unusually  important  to  Hoosier  fans  last  .fall.  Indiana's  team,  composed 
of  Capt.  Fields,  Indianapolis;  Clapham,  Fort  Wayne;  Leas,  Petersburg*; 
Shaffer,  Terre  Haute;  Smock,  Delphi;  Abromson,  Portland;  Steele,  Laporte,  and 
C.  A.  Banks,  Culver,  won  the  Conference  title.  The  team  scored  victories  in 
every  meet  that  it  competed  in  during  the  season. 

All  the  hard  luck  of  many  years  seenie.d  to  fall  on  the  shoulders  of  Indiajia's 
co-championship  defending  basketball  team  last  winter.  The  Hoosier  team 
tackled  one  of  the  most  ambitious  schedules  ever  attempted  by  an  Indiana 
athletic  team.  The  total  scores  of  the  Indiana  team's  contests  show  only  a 
small  margin  of  difference  between  the  losses  and  the  victories.  More  one 
and  two  point  marginal  defeat.**  were  handed  Indiana  tlian  any  other  team  in 
the   Conference.      Hard   luck   seemed   to   be   ever  present. 

The  1928-29  season  ushered  in  a  new  era  of  basketball  at  Indiana  L^niversity. 
Indiana's  giant  fieldhouse  was  used  for  the  first  time.  Tliousands  of  rabid 
Hoosier  fans  jammed  the  big  house  to  see  the  dedication  game  with  the 
University   of   Pennsylvania   which   Indiana  won,   34  to  26.

Wrestling  was  the  outstanding  indoor  sport  at  Indiana  during  the  1928-29 
season.  Coach  W.  H.  Thorn's  matmen  won  third  in  the  Conference.  Two  tied 
matches  with  Conference  teams,  marred  an  otherwise  perfect  record,  which 
included  victories  over  Louisville,  Kansas  Aggies,  Nebraska,  Purdue,  Ohio 
State,   \'irginia   Military   Institute,   U.   S.    Naval   Academy   and   Chicago. 

Hard  luck  that  visited  the  basketball  team  also  made  itself  evident  on  the 
baseball  diamond  for  Indiana.  After  a  good  start  the  Hoosiers  hit  a  mid- 
season  slump  that  carried  them  away  from  title  honors.  The  pitching  of 
Russ  Paugh,  Acton,  and  of  Lefty  Bell,  Bloomington,  was  outstanding  on  the 
Indiana  team  when  in  the   field. 

Paul  "Pooch"  Harrell,  captain  and  third  baseman  on  the  team,  proved 
himself  again  the  greatest  hitter  in  the  Big  Ten.  For  the  past  three  years 
he  has  led  the  conference  in  batting  averages;  last  year  his  percentage  was 
.541.  His  home  runs  and  triples  were  the  menace  of  every  Conference  team 
that  Indiana  played. 

Golf  and  tennis  stepped  a  notch  higher  in  prominence  at  Indiana  in  the 
large  number  of  candidates  that  turned  out  for  these  minor  sport  teams.  Only 
a  small  number  will  graduate  this  year,  and  the  outlook  is  bright  for  some 
expert  teams  next  season.  Indiana  won  the  state  golf  crown  for  its  second 
consecutive  year. 

Indiana  University  swimmers  stepped  into  the  limelight  this  year  by  win- 
ning the  State  Intercollegiate  meet.  A  strong  group  of  freshman  paddlers 
will   greatly   strengthen   the   team   next   season. 

Success  in  practically  every  relay  meet  has  brought  Indiana's  track  team 
to  the  front  as  the  best  ever  produced  by  Indiana.  Coach  E.  C.  Hayes  has 
developed  several  men  on  the  Indiana  team  that  have  won  honors  of  national 
importance.     They  easily  won  the  state  title. 

The  appointment  of  Z.  G.  Clevenger  as  athletic  director  back  in  1923  marked 
the  beginning  of  the  present  highly  successful  new  era  in  athletics  and  physical 
education  at  the  Hoosier  State  University.  Clevenger  is  a  builder.  His  regime  has 
to  its  credit  an  enormous  expansion  of  his  department's  physical  facilities,  as  well 
as  a  coaching  and  instructional  stafT  recognized  and  respected  by  all  who  know 
anything  about   sports. 

The  Indiana  University  plant  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  complete  and 
convenient  in  the  Big  Ten.  It  has  the  big  advantage  of  compactness,  and  avoids  the 
difficulties  and  delays  which  always  are  experienced  where  the  various  buildings  and 
fields  of  the  athletic  plant  are  widely  separated. 

From  his  headquarters  in  the  men's  gymnasium,  built  in  1916,  Athletic  Director 
Clevenger  can  walk  to  any  part  of  his  plant  within  two  or  three  minutes.  Most  of 
the  plant  is  within  "calling  distance."  It  is  not  a  little  plant  either,  but  comprises 
one  of  the  finest  gymnasiums  in  the  West,  a  concrete  stadium  seating  22,000,  a 
field  house  with  an  ultimate  capacity  of  15,000  spectators,  football  fields,  baseball 
diamonds,  intramural  sports  fields,  and  tennis  courts — ^all  with  the  outstanding  ad- 
vantage of  being  located  in  close  proximity  to  each  other.  The  area  devoted  to 
the  physical  education  plant  comprises  probably  twenty  acres  and  the  plant  itself 
has  an  actual  valuation  of  close  to  a  million  dollars.  The  stadium,  field  house,  and 
a  majority  of  the  university's  courts  and  fields  have  been  added  during  Mr. 
Clevenger's  administration.

It  was  not  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  November  24,  the  final  Satur- 
day of  the  Western  Conference  football  season,  that  the  1928  championship  was 
definitely  settled. 

The  University  of  Iowa  team  remained  in  the  center  of  the  fight  until  the  gun- 
shot ended  the  game  with  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor  that  afternoon.  A  long  forward 
pass  barely  failed,  and  a  drop  kick  for  goal  was  just  short  in  the  last  two  minutes 
of  the  game.  Michigan  won.  10  to  7,  and  the  defeat  cost  the  Hawkeye  eleven  a  tie 
for  first  place  with  Illinois. 

Just  as  in  football,  a  defeat  by  Michigan  kept  the  Iowa  baseball  team  from 
winning  the  Big  Ten  title.  As  it  was,  the  Hawkeyes  took  seven  of  ten  Conference 
games,  and  finished  in  second  place.  Double  victories  were  scored  over  North- 
western, Chicago,  and  Minnesota,  and  a  single  one  over  Indiana.  Illinois  took 
two  games  and   Michigan  that  critical   one. 

Iowa  depended  upon  the  superb  pitching  of  Forrest  Twogood,  a  left-hander, 
and  the  scarcely  less  effective  work  of  Mace  Brown,  who  was  a  catcher  last  season 
but  who  developed  as  a  right-handed  hurler. 

The  winning  of  the  Western  Conference  indoor  championhsip,  in  the  face  of  all 
predictions,  and  placing  sixth  among  more  than  75  institutions  in  the  National 
Collegiate  A.  A.  championships  featured  the  University  of  Iowa's  track  and  field 
season. 

Hosts  to  the  Western  Conference  teams  in  the  Iowa  field  house,  the  Hawkeyes 
made  29  2/3  points  to  outdistance  Illinois,  the  runner  up,  with  20  5/6  markers. 
During  the  relay  season,  the  Hawkeyes  made  their  finest  showing  when  they  won 
three  relays  at  Drake — the  half,  mile,  and  two  mile. 

Sharp  contrasts  marked  the  University  of  Iowa's  basketball  season  in  the  Western 
Conference.  Up  to  the  middle  of  February,  the  Hawkeyes  had  worked  themselves 
high  in  the  first  division  of  the  standing  with  five  victories  in  seven  games. 

But  evil  times  befell  the  Hawkeyes,  and  five  consecutive  losses  tumbled  the  team 
down  to  seventh  place  in  the  final  standing.  When  functioning  at  its  best,  Iowa's 
offense  was  difficult  to  halt,  with  Captain  Francis  Wilcox,  center,  and  Forrest 
Twogood,  forward,  as  the  leading  scorers.  The  defense,  however,  was  not  con- 
sistent.    Iowa  lost  several  games  when  opponents  rallied  late  in  the  second  half. 

Because  Boyd  Liddle,  sophomore  free  style  swimmer,  was  able  to  score  up 
to  fifteen  points,  Iowa's  team  won  three  of  five  conference  meets,  and  downed 
Washington  University,   six  times   Missouri  Valley  Conference  champion. 

Liddle  made  81^^  points  during  the  season,  starring  in  the  40  and  50,  100  and  440 
yard  free  style  swims.  Other  outstanding  lowans  were  Harvey  Lloyd,  back  stroke : 
Captain  Ralph  Bender,  dives  ;  and  Leo  Hoegh,  breast  stroke. 

Victor  in  three  dual  meets,  the  Iowa  cross-country  team  established  itself  as  the 
first  undefeated   Hawkeye  harrier  aggregation. 

Minnesota,  Illinois,  and  Wisconsin  were  the  victims  of  the  Iowa  distance  runners. 
Best  of  the  athletes  were  Captain  Brady,  A\'illiam  Everingham,  and  Thomas  Kelly. 

The  cathedral  of  sport,  headquarters  of  the  Division  of  Physical  Education  at 
the  Universitv  of  Iowa,  is  the  immense  field  house  which  was  dedicated  in  Januarv, 
1927. 

Known  as  the  largest  structure  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  the  field  house  is  464 
feet  long,  430  feet  wide,  with  an  average  height  of  60  feet.  It  contains  five  and 
one-half  million  cubic  feet  of  space,  as  compared  to  all  of  the  university  buildings 
on  the  east  campus  which  have  but  fourteen  million  cubic  feet. 

The  field  house  is  composed  of  four  sections :  the  gymnasium  on  the  north,  the. 
swimming  pool  on  the  south,  the  field  house  proper  between  the  gymnasium  and 
swimming  pool,  and  the  trophy  hall  and  suite  of  offices  extending  across  the  front. 

Surrounding  the  central  concourse  are  permanent  seats  for  7,000  persons,  and, 
with  the  addition  of  two  other  decks,  15,000  may  be  accommodated  in  the  future. 
Excellently  arranged  exits  make  possible  the  emptying  of  the  building  in  four 
minutes. 
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The  cinder  and  clay  track  is  six  laps  to  the  mile,  largest  indoor  circuit  in  the 
country.  It  has  been  the  scene  of  two  Western  Conference  indoor  championship 
meets. 

Swimming,  stunted  in  popularity  because  of  limited  facilities,  now  is  carried  on 
in  a  pool  150  feet  long  by  60  feet  wide,  containing  500,000  gallons  of  water  and 
9,000  square  feet  of  surface.  Without  undue  crowding,  some  250  men  may  use  the 
pool  simultaneously.  When  the  decks  are  completed.  3.500  persons  may  be  seated 
about  the  pool.    In  1927  the  National  Collegiate  A.  A.  championships  were  held  here. 

So  large  is  the  main  concourse  that  athletes  in  five  sports  practice  there  simul- 
taneously during  winter  months.  Football,  track,  baseball,  tennis,  and  basketball 
men  work  out  in  the  big  enclosure. 

But  intercollegiate  athletics  do  not  claim  all  of  the  attention  of  Iowa  authorities. 
A  gA,-mnasium  112  feet  wide,  180  feet  long,  and  50  feet  high  is  one  of  the  best 
parts  of  the  field  house. 

Iowa's  athletic  trophies  and  pictures  of  former  heroes  in  sports  are  on  display  in 
a  hall  240  feet  long,  30  feet  wide,  and  18  feet  high  across  the  front  of  the  field  house. 
Two  stories  of  offices  and  other  rooms  lie  above  this  trophy  lobby. 

Not  one  cent  of  public  money  derived  by  State  Legislature  appropriations  has 
been  spent  to  finance  the  field  house  proper.  The  Athletic  Council  issued  serial 
gold  bonds,  which  will  be  paid  ofif  from  the  net  proceeds  of  intercollegiate  contests 
over  a  period  of  years. 

The  field  house  also  is  the  armory,  housing  the  department  of  military  science 
and  tactics.  Freshman  and  sophomore  men  of  the  university  drill  here  as  members 
of  the  Reserve  Oflficers  Training  Corps. 

Iowa's  stadium,  completed  in  the  fall  of  1929,  is  used  only  for  football.  Head- 
quarters for  baseball  and  track  will  continue  to  be  on  Iowa  field. 

The  eighteen  hole  golf  course  at  the  University  of  Iowa,  completed  in  1923,  is 
one  of  the  few  university  owned  links  in  the  United  States.  It  is  laid  out  on  a  170 
acre  tract  of  land  adjacent  to  the  west  side  campus,  and  just  west  of  the  field  house. 
The  land  was  donated  by  William  O.  Finkbine,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  alumnus  of  1878, 
and  E.  C.  Finkbine,  also  of  Des  Moines. 

Construction  of  a  football  stadium,  seating  50,000  persons  and  costing  about 
$500,000,  was  the  major  project  of  the  University  of  Iowa  department  of  athletics 
in  1929. 

Eighty  rows  of  seats  flank  the  gridiron.  In  the  future  when  demand  for  seats 
increases,  each  end  will  be  built  up,  giving  the  stadium  a  capacity  of  75,000. 

Some  3,100  men  participated  in  various  forms  of  intramural  athletics  during 
1928-29.  The  Division  of  Ph.vsical  Education  annually  sponsors  contests  in  about 
twenty  sports.  Students  compete  as  members  of  fraternity  teams  or  as  representa- 
tives of  the  Quadrangle,  men's  dormitory.

Michigan's  1928  football  team  goes  into  gridiron  history  as  a  team  to  be 
remembered  for  its  fighting  qualities;  its  ability  to  come  back  and  win  games 
after  suffering  early  season  defeats.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years  Michigan 
lost  the  opening  game  of  the  season!  And  this  Maize  and  Blue  team  lost  three 
more  games  on  successive  Saturdays,  all  of  them  Conference  games.  Then, 
with  almost  the  whole  football  world  criticising  a  defeated  Maize  and  Blue 
team.  Michigan  won  three  of  the  remaining  four  games  and  tied  the  other. 

Sweeping  through  a  sixteen  game  schedule  with  the  loss  of  only  three  games 
brought  the  1929  Michigan  basketball  team  wide  prestige  and  a  tie  for  the 
Conference  championship.  The  \'eenker  coached  team  lost  the  first  game  of 
the  season  and  two  Big  Ten  games  during  the  year,  to  Illinois  and  North- 
western. Among  outstanding  performers  were  Truskowski,  Chapman,  McCoy, 
Orwig  and  Rose. 

Michigan's  1929  track  and  field  squad  showed  unexpected  strength  to  win 
dual  meets  from  Cornell,  Iowa,  Minnesota  and  Illinois,  place  third  in  the  Con- 
ference championship  and  seventh  in  the  National  Collegiates.  Captain  Wilfred 
Ketz  in  field  events  and  Eddie  Tolan  in  the  dashes  established  themselves  as 
high  point  winners  for  the  Wolverines. 

With  only  two  Conference  defeats,  at  the  hands  of  Wisconsin  and  Illinois, 
Michigan  won  the   Big  Ten  baseball  title   for  the  second  consecutive  year. 

Wolverine  swimmers  swam  true  to  form  to  win  the  Western  Conference 
title  for  the  third  successive  year.  Defeated  in  only  one  dual  meet,  by  North- 
western, the  Wolverines  added  to  their  laurels  by  placing  second  to  North- 
western for  national  swimming  honors. 

Michigan  won  its  first  Conference  wrestling  championship  by  defeating 
Illinois  in  the  finals.  Michigan  golfers  ranked  high  when  they  won  all  of  their 
dual  meets  and  placed  second  in  the  Conference  tournament  at  Minneapolis. 
The  Conference  dual  meet  tennis  championship  came  to  the  Wolverines  for  1929 
in  the  guise  of  a  3  to  3  deadlock  with  Chicago  when  rain  halted  the  match 
of  the  season  between  the  two  teams  on  Ferrv  field.  The  Wolverine  fencing 
team  placed  second  in  the  Conference  tournament  and  the  cross-country  team 
showed  unexpected  strength  to   tie  with   Iowa  for  third  place. 

Here  at  Ann  Arbor,  the  State  of  Michigan,  through  her  State  University, 
has  built  a  permanent  monument  to  her  hope  for  her  future  citizens.  Recog- 
nizing that  happiness  and  usefulness  are  based,  first  and  foremost,  upon  a 
vigorous  body,  the  University  of  Michigan  has  dedicated  much  of  her  physical 
being  and  a  great  deal  of  curricular  stress  to  Physical  Education. 

A  great  proportion  of  the  income  from  this  ambitious  and  far-seeing  pro- 
gram comes,  very  naturally,  from  the  gate  receipts  of  intercollegiate  football. 
This,  in  itself  a  very  important  phase  of  physical  education,  literally  pays  the 
way  for  other  forms  of  physical  play,  not  only  in  connection  with  the  program 
for  men,  but  also  for  women  students.  The  two  great  buildings — Yost  Field 
House  for  intercollegiate  practice  and  competition,  and  the  Intramural  Sports 
Building  for  all  students  and  male  tjculty  members — are  monuments  to  football. 
Other  units  existed,  or  have  been  added,  until  today  Michigan  is  nearing  the 
apex  of  her  immediate  building  program  for  physical  education. 

Looking  back  to  1890,  the  date  which  marks  the  beginning  of  athletic  com- 
petition at  Michigan,  the  new  stadium  may  be  regarded  as  the  gigantic  off- 
spring of  the  smaller  stadia  and  playing  fields  which  have  preceded  it.  Three 
years  after  1890,  the  Regents  authorized  the  purchase  of  land  which  now  con- 
stitutes the  south  ten  acres  of  Ferry  Field  with  an  appropriation  of  $3,000. 

The  first  structure  which  might  be  dignified  with  the  name  of  a  stadium 
was  erected  on  the  initial  athletic  field  in  1893,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  about 
400.  In  1902  the  Michigan  athletic  playing  grounds  were  notably  extended  by  a 
donation  of  D.  M.  Ferry  of  Detroit  amounting  to  twenty-one  acres  lying 
between  the  old  field  and  Edwin  street  and  extending  west  of  State  street  for 
about  a  thousand  feet.

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On  this  field  some  of  Michigan's  most  notable  victories  and  triumphs  were 
achieved.  Director  Yost  coached  his  first  Michigan  team  on  this  field  in  1901, 
when  the  Wolverines  started  a  four-year  reign  as  "Champions  of  the  West." 
During  that  period  Michigan  scored  2,346  points  to  their  opponents'  40.  which 
amounted  to  an  average  of  56J^  points  to  a  game  to  their  opponents'  10/11  of  a 
point  during  the  entire  four-year  period. 

Such  Michigan  football  notables  as  "Willie"  Heston,  "Germany"  Schultz, 
"Boss"  Weeks,  Curt  Redden,  and  Al  Hernstein  covered  themselves  with  glory 
on  the  field.  "The  \'ictors''  was  written  and  dedicated  to  the  teams  of  that 
period.  In  the  "battles  of  the  century"  between  Chicago  and  Michigan,  Walter 
Eckersall  and  Heston  were  the  headliners  for  their  respective  teams.  For  the 
Michigan-Chicago  game  of  1904,  there  were  13,500  paid  admissions,  a  record 
which  amazed  the  Middle  West  at  that  time. 

Beginning  with  the  season  of  1907,  the  gridiron  was  moved  to  the  site 
which  it  occupied  until  the  season  of  1928.  The  north  stand  which  was  recently 
torn  down  to  make  room  for  a  new  intramural  building  was  first  used  at  that 
time.  The  Athletic  Association  was  forced  to  increase  the  size  of  the  Ferry 
field  stands  to  their  capacity  of  1926  by  building  wooden  structures  at  both 
ends   of  that   field.. 

This  field  was  in  use  by  Michigan  elevens  for  an  even  twenty  years.  During 
that  period  many  players  have  made  history  on  its  turf,  of  which  the  outstanding 
ones  include  Allerdice,  Allmendinger,  Benbrook,  Blott,  Catlett,  Craig,  Douglas, 
Maurice  and  Robert  Dunne,  Edmunds.  Goebel.  Hughitt,  Kipke,  Kirk,  Knode, 
Magidsohn,  Maulbetsch,  Pontius,  Raynsford,  Roby.  Slaughter,  Cedric  Smith, 
Steketee,  Uteritz,  \'ick,  Stan  Wells,  and  "Tad"  Wieman.  From  the  stands 
about  Ferry  field  thousands  of  spectators  witnessed  the  glories,  the  triumphs 
and  defeats  of  Michigan  teams.  In  notable  years,  this  playing  field  has  wit- 
nessed the  play  of  championship  elevens  including  the  1925  squad,  which  Yost 
termed  "the  greatest  team  I  have  ever  coached." 

As  its  predecessors  this  playing  field  has  been  replaced  as  the  focus  for 
Michigan  football  games.  The  new  field  and  stadium  provided  larger  and 
better  accommodations  for  the  spectators,  though,  as  the  immense  demand  for 
some  games  indicates,  its  present  capacity  may  also   become   insufticient. 

The  present  Michigan  Stadium  was  ofificiallv  dedicated  with  the  Ohio  State 
game  in  the  fall  of  1927,  before  a  crowd  of  87,000  spectators.  The  extra  seats 
for  the  spectators  were  made  available  by  building  temporary  seats  on  the  con- 
course around  the  top  of  the  stadium  which  increased  the  seating  capacity 
from  72,000  to  87,000. 

An  afternoon  at  Michigan's  Yost  Field  House  is  inspirational  in  the  extreme. 
If  atmosphere  makes  athletes  the  University  of  Michigan  need  have  no  fear  of 
losing  her  place  at  the  head  of  Western  athletics.  The  present  generation  of 
athletes  who  crowd  the  great  floor  space  of  the  new  Athletic  "Factory"  with 
teeming  activity  in  their  efforts  to  outdo  their  predecessors  are  surrounded 
with    lingering   memories   of   past   victories.

Students  of  the  history  of  athletics  in  the  Middle  West  know  that  in  three 
important  sports  Minnesota  was  one  of  the  earliest  pioneers.  Its  football  teams, 
with  those  of  r^Iichigan,  Wisconsin  and  Chicago  were  in  the  public  eve  before 
the  sport  had  developed  to  any  noteworthy  degree  at  any  other  big  Western  Con- 
ference institution.  In  basketball,  also,  Dr.  L.  J.  Cooke  at  Minnesota  was  a  lead- 
ing pioneer,  together  with  the  veteran  A.  A.  Stagg  at  Chicago.  In  more  recent 
years,  Minnesota  was  one  of  the  first  to  develop  hockey  and  was  the  first  winner 
of  a  Conference  hockey  championship  when  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota 
formed  a  triangular  league. 

All  recognized  sports  at  Alinnesota  are  conducted  on  a  major  sport  basis,  which 
is  to  say  that  successful  competitors  in  intercollegiate  events  receive  letters  and 
sweaters  as  emblems  of  participation.  Letter  winners  also  receive  an  "M"  pass 
which  entitles  them  to  a  seat  in  the  "M"  section  at  University  athletic  events  in 
the  future. 

Since  the  days  of  the  "Giants  of  the  North,"  when  Minnesota  was  one  of  the 
few  Middle  Western  institutions  that  played  a  grade  of  football  that  commanded 
attention  and  praise,  the  Gophers  have  been  leaders  in  the  king  of  college  sports. 
When  Minnesota's  record  on  the  gridiron  threatened  to  slump  after  the  War,  every 
effort  was  made  to  build  up  the  game. 

Since  1922  Michigan  is  the  only  institution  that  has  been  able  to  win  con- 
sistently from  the  Gophers.  In  that  year  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Iowa  con- 
quered Minnesota,  but  from  that  time  to  the  opening  of  the  1929  season,  the  Gopher 
gridiron  squad  has  beaten  Iowa  four  games  out  of  six,  won  one  game  each  from 
Illinois,  Chicago,  and  Purdue,  won  and  lost  in  two  games  with  Northwestern, 
won  twice  and  tied  once  with  Indiana,  tied  three  straight  and  then  won  three 
straight   from   Wisconsin,   and   lost   five   out   of   six   games   with   Michigan. 

Beginning  'way  back  in  1891  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  have  met  on  the  grid- 
iron every  year  with  the  exception  of  1906.  Of  the  thirty-seven  games  played, 
Minnesota  has  won  nineteen,  tied  five  and  lost  thirteen. 

The  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  Athletics  for  Men  at  Minnesota 
was  reorganized  on  its  present  basis  early  in  1922,  when  F.  W.  Luehring  was  en- 
gaged as  director.  Dr.  L.  J.  Cooke,  who  for  many  years  devoted  more  time  than 
any  other  faculty  member  to  the  supervision  of  athletic  activities,  and  who  has 
been  in  the  service  of  the  University  of  Minnesota  upward  of  thirty  years,  became 
assistant  director  and  supervisor  of  ticket  sales. 

In  the  fall  of  1922  a  campaign  among  students,  faculty  members,  and  friends 
of  the  University  raised  pledges  of  nearly  $2,000,000,  of  which  some  $700,000  was 
invested  in  a  new  stadium.  Construction  of  this  was  followed  by  enlargement  of 
Northrop  Field,  the  original  play  and  athletic  field  of  the  institution. 

The  new  University  of  Minnesota  Field  House,  completed  in  the  spring  of 
1928,  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  physical  education  buildings  to  be  found 
among  American  colleges  and  universities.  Its  dimensions  are  gigantic,  446  feet 
in  length,  234  feet  in  width,  and  107  feet  in  height,  making  it  so  far  as  is  known, 
the  largest  single  room  devoted  to  physical  education  activities.  Architecturally,  it 
has  been  made  to  harmonize  with  other  new  University  buildings,  the  frame  work 
consisting  of  steel  and  the  walls  of  colonial  brick.  Covering  most  of  the  block 
marking  the  northeast  corner  of  the  University  campus,  its  location  is  admirable, 
being  situated  adjoining  other  physical  education  facilities. 


INTERCOLLEGIATE    ELIGIBILITY   REQUIREMENTS 
By  Professor   O.   S.   Zelner, 
Chairman,   Eligibility   Sub-Committee   of  the   Senate   Committee  on  Inter- 
collegiate Athletics 

The  problem  of  the  average  student  who  is  ambitious  to  compete  in  inter- 
collegiate athletics  is  a  real  one.  In  the  first  place,  a  student  entering  directly 
from  a  preparatory  school  must  have  met  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  university

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to  which  he  goes,  he  must  then  be  in  residence  one  academic  year,  and  he  must 
also  do  one  full  year  of  college  work  before  he  can  represent  his  school  in  any 
athletic  contest.  After  these  preliminary  requirements  have  been  met,  a  student 
may  present  himself  as  a  candidate  foi  a  varsity  team.  His  eligibility  then  de- 
pends upon  the  following  conditions  : 

(a)  He  must  not  have  any  delinquencies  such  as  incompletes,  conditions  or 
failures  on  his  record. 

(b)  He  must  be  registered  for  and  carrying  full  work  in  the  college  in  which 
he  is  enrolled. 

(c)  He  must  be  regularly  enrolled  as   a   candidate   for  a  degree. 

All  of  the  foregoing  items  referring  to  entrance  reciuirements,  the  year  of 
residence,  the  full  year  of  work,  delinquencies,  work  in  the  current  quarter  or 
semester  are  certified  to  by  the  Registrar  of  the  University. 

After  a  student  has  met  the  above  requirements  he  makes  a  personal  state 
ment  in  his  own  handwriting,  on  a  special  blank  form  used  by  all  universities  of 
the  Big  Ten  Conference,  covering  the  following  points  : 

(a)  Name. 

(b)  Home  address. 

(c)  Course  taken  at  the   University. 

(d)  Year  in  which  he  expects  to  graduate. 

(e)  Athletic   competition   before   entering   the    University. 

(f)  Whether  or  not  he  has  ever  attended  any  other  school  above  high  school 
grade. 

(g)  Whether  he  has  ever  been  granted  a  degree. 

(h)     Whether  he  has  ever  competed  at  any  other  college. 

(i)  Whether  he  has  ever  received,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  compensation 
for  his  athletic  or  gymnastic  skill,  or  for  his  knowledge  of  athletics. 

(j)     Whether  he  has  ever  competed  under  an  assumed  name. 

(k)     Whether  he  has  played  professional  baseball. 

The  student  is  provided  with  a  special  list  of  rules  issued  by  the  Conference 
and  covering  the  last  few  items,  so  that  he  may  fullv  understand  his  responsibility 
in  the  matter,  and  after  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  read  the  rules  he  attaches 
his  signature.  His  statement  is  also  signed  by  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Eligibility  as  a  witness.  A  student  entering  from  another  school  of  college  grade 
has  other  special  requirements  to  meet  before  he  may  represent  his  University  in 
athletics.  In  the  first  place,  he  cannot  represent  his  University  in  any  athletic 
contest  until  he  has  been  in  residence  one  scholastic  year,  and  a  further  require- 
ment imposed  on  the  migrating  athlete  is  the  rule  that  he  must  remain  out  of  varsitv 
competition  until  the  close  of  the  season  devoted  to  the  sport  in  which  he  last 
competed. 

Further,  if  a  migrating  student  athlete  was  ineligible  for  competition  at  the 
institution  from  which  he  comes,  at  the  time  he  makes  his  transfer,  he  must  remain 
in   residence  two  academic  years  before  he  can  become  eligible. 

These  rules  on  the  migrating  athlete  may,  and  probably  do.  appear  over  severe 
to  most  people,  but  when  the  reasons  for  them  are  apparent,  we  believe  the  rules 
are  fair  and  just.  The  restriction  is  aimed  at  the  student  who  wishes  to  m.ake 
himself  eligible  by  migrating  from  one  institution  to  another,  or  against  the  efforts 
of  over  zealous  partisans  who  try  to  induce  promising  athletes  to  transfer  to  the 
school   in   which   the  enthusiast  is  interested. 

If  an  ineligible  student  knows  that  he  will  be  forced  to  keep  out  of  Conference 
athletics  two  vears  before  he  can  compete,  or  if  the  partisan  knows  that  his 
promising  athlete  must  lie  dormant  in  athletics  for  two  years,  the  enthusiasm  for 
leaving  one  school  for  another  is  noticeably  lessened. 

The  result  of  the  requirements  on  migrating  athletes  has  been  to  stop  very 
largely  the  migration  of  all  students  except  those  that  wish  to  transfer  from  some 
minor  college  or  Junior  College,  to  a  Conference  university  in  order  that  they  may 
pursue  some  special  course  such  as  Agriculture,  Dentistry.  Law,  Engineering,  Medi- 
cine, Pharmacy,  or  Business.

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The  scholastic  rule  requiring  that  a  student  have  no  delinquencies  also  appears 
very  severe  to  many  persons  interested  in  student  affairs.  In  a  way  the  rule  is 
severe,  but  it  has  been  found  that  in  nearly  every  case  where  the  student  has  his 
team  and  his  University  at  heart,  he  will  make  the  special  effort  necessary  to  meet 
the  scholastic  requirements. 

A  further  sood  effect  of  the  scholastic  rule  is  that  it  keeps  students  who  would 
otherwise  be  below  grade  all  of  the  time,  up  amono;  the  fair  and  eood  students, 
for  no  other  reason  than  that  they  know  the\-  cannot  compete  while  they  have 
delinquencies. 

Another  rule  which  has  caused  much  discussion  is  the  rule  limiting  participa- 
tion to  three  years.     Particularly  is  this  true  of  the  section  which  reads  as  follows  : 

No  student  shall  participate  in  intercollegiate  athletics  for  more  than 
three  years  in  the  aggregate :  participation,  however  brief,  during  any 
college  year  in  any  intercollegiate  event  shall  cause  that  year  to  count  as 
one  of  the  three  allotted  years.  For  purpose  of  this  rule  a  college  year 
shall  consist  of  successive  twelve  months'   periods   following  matriculation. 

This  rule  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  after  a  student  has  been  in  residence 
one  academic  year,  the  responsibility  as  to  whether  he  shall  compete  or  not  is 
entirely  with  himself. 

Another  rule  which  has  gained  some  newspaper  publicity  is  Section  3  of 
Rule  5  which  reads  as  follows : 

A  '"College"  for  Conference  ourposes  shall  consist  of  any  college, 
university,  normal  school  or  other  institution  in  advance  of  the  high  school 
grade  which  does  scholastic  work  generally  recognized  as  being  college  grade, 
and  which  supports  a  team  in  football,  baseball,  basketball  or  track,  playing 
a  schedule  or  schedules  in  whole  or  in  part  against  teams  of  collegiate  rank. 

This  rule  as  it  stands  covers  such  schools  as  the  Junior  Colleges.  We  may 
not  be  convinced  that  Junior  Colleges  should  be  rated  fully  under  this  rule  but 
we  have  no  alternative  but  to  enforce  the  rule  as  it  stands. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  orocedure  followed  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota  for  making  a  Conference  team  eligible  for  varsity  competition.  This 
maj'  vary  in  details  at  other  Conference  Institutions,  but  it  is  probably  typical. 

(1)  First  the  list  of  candidates  from  the  coach  to  the  Director  of  Athletics. 

(2)  The  official  request  from  the  Director  of  Athletics  to  the  Registrar  for 
a  statement  of  each  students'  scholastic  standing,  period  of  residence,  etc.,  as  in- 
dicated earlier  in  this  article. 

(3)  The  report  of  the  Registrar  to  the  Director  and  to  the  Committee  on 
Eligibility. 

(4)  A  meeting  of  all  the  candidates  for  the  particular  team,  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Eligibility,  at  which  time  the  record  of  the  athletic  participation  of  each 
student  is  brought  up  to  date,  his  scholastic  eligibility  is  examined,  he  reads  and 
signs  the  Intercollegiate  Conference  statement  of  Eligibility,  and  if  all  his  work 
is  in  order  and  his  amateur  standing  is  established,  he  is  duly  declared  eligible  to 
represent  his  University  in  athletics. 

(5)  A  certified  list  (which  is  to  go  to  every  Conference  institution  and 
every  competing  school),  is  compiled  by  the  Committee  on  Eligibility;  this  list  is 
to  give  the  name,  home  address,  course  at  the  University,  year  of  expected  gradua- 
tion, years  of  participation,  and  particulars  as   to  migration. 

(6)  This  eligibility  list  is  to  be  read,  checked  and  signed  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Control  of  Athletics.  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Inter- 
collegiate Athletics ;  and  the  University  Registrar. 

Enough  has  been  said  to  make  it  clear  that  the  students  representing  Min- 
nesota or  any  other  Big  Ten  institution  must  be,  not  only  good  men  physically, 
but  also  good  men  mentally,  or  it  may  well  be  said  that  they  represent  the  verv 
highest  type  of  young  manhood.  When  a  student  is  able  to  carry  on  his  football 
work  and  still  maintain  such  grades  as  "A"  and  "B"  as  we  have  them  doing  right 
now,  he  approaches  the  super  man.

Northwestern  University's  athletic  teams  which  competed  in  eighty-two  contests 
during^  the  1928-29  school  year  won  forty-eight  and  lost  thirty-five  for  an  average 
of  58.5  per  cent. 

Fifty  of  the  eighty-two  contests  were  with  Conference  teams,  the  Purple  winning 
twenty-six  and  dropping  twenty-four  of  these.  The  swimming  team  won  all  of  its 
four  Conference  matches  :  the  baseball  team  took  seven  out  of  twelve  ;  the  football 
team  won  two  out  of  five,  the  baseball  team  won  six  out  of  eleven ;  the  wrestling 
team  won  one,  lost  two  and  tied  two ;  the  track  team  won  one  and  lost  one ;  the 
tennis  team  won  two  and  lost  four  while  the  golf  team  won  five  and  lost  one. 

Victories  over  Minnesota,  Purdue  and  Dartmouth  marked  Northwestern's  1928 
football  season  as  a  successful  one.  Conference  defeats  were  scored  against  the 
Purple  by  Illinois,  Ohio  and  Indiana.  The  Illini  game  was  a  thriller,  the  final 
score  being  6  to  0.  Coach  Zuppke's  boys  scored  early  in  the  game  while  the 
Purple  seriously  threatened  to  push  over  a  touchdown  in  the  final  minutes  of  play, 
but  lost  the  ball  on  downs. 

The  brilliant  playing  of  Captain  Walt  Holmer  was  one  of  the  high  spots  of 
the  season.  Holmer  was  unanimously  selected  as  All-Conference  fullback  and 
most  writers  picked  him  on  their  All-Western  selections.  He  was  a  fine  all-around 
player,  being  able  to  pass,  kick  and  carry  the  ball  equally  well.  In  the  East- West 
post  season  game  at  San  Francisco  his  great  passing  and  kicking  were  outstanding 
features  of  the  East's  victory. 

Upsetting  the  leaders  proved  to  be  one  of  the  major  pastimes  of  the  Northwestern 
basketball  team.  The  team  won  seven  and  lost  five  of  its  Conference  games  and 
in  the  seventeen  games  played  during  the  season  the  team  won  twelve  of  them. 
Victories  over  Michigan  and  Purdue  which  upset  the  titular  ambitions  of  these 
teams  proved  to  be  one  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  season. 

Northwestern's  1928-29  swimming  team  enjoyed  the  greatest  year  in  its  long 
history  of  championships.  The  Purple  swimmers  participated  in  twelve  dual  meets 
during  the  season,  winning  all  of  them.  In  a  triumphant  tour  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
the  team  won  seven  dual  meets  and  bettered  most  of  the  records  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  Rocky  Mountain  conferences. 

In  the  National  Intercollegiate  swimming  championships  held  at  St.  Louis  the 
team  won  the  meet  with  a  total  of  34  points.  Captain  Wally  Colbath  successfully 
defended  his  national  intercollegiate  diving  title  while  the  300  jard  medley  relay 
team  set  a  new  record  for  the  meet. 

Out  of  the  eight  national  intercollegiate  records,  Purple  swimmers  hold  seven. 
Al  Schwartz,  captain-elect  of  the  team  holds  four  of  them.  They  are  as  follows : 
40  yard  swim,  100  yard  swim,  220  yard  swim,  and  440  yard  swim.  Dick  Hinch 
holds  the  150  yard  backstroke  record  for  a  60  foot  pool  while  the  Purple  160  yard 
sprint  relay  team  and  the  300  yard  medley  relay  team  both  hold  the  national  inter- 
collegiate and  world   records. 

Northwestern's  wrestling  team  boosted  its  standing  considerably  during  the  1928 
season.  The  team  defeated  Ohio  and  tied  Indiana  and  Wisconsin.  Michigan  and 
Purdue  upset  the  Purple  in  the  other  Big  Ten  matches.  Captain  Ralph  Lupton  who 
wrestled  in  the  125  pound  division  won  all  of  his  dual  matches.  Other  strong 
Purple  performers  were  George  LaFavour,  115  pounder,  and  George  Waters,  135 
pounder. 

Individual  stars  in  several  events  placed  Northwestern  in  the  track  limelight 
during  the  1928  season.  The  Purple  did  not  possess  all-around  strength  but  did 
have  a  number  of  brilliant  performers  in  several  events.  Tom  ^^'ar^e,  sophomore 
pole  vaulter,  leaped  to  a  new  world  indoor  record  from  a  dirt  take-off  at  13  feet, 
7M  inches.  He  also  broke  the  outdoor  Conference  record  jointly  with  McDermott 
of  IlHnois.     Both  jumped  13  feet  7  inches. 

Rut  Walter  successfully  defended  his  Conference  mile  championship.  Bill 
Portmess,  sophomore  broad  jumper,  won  his  event  in  most  of  the  spring  relay  meets 
but  was  ineligible  for  the  Conference  meet.  He  averaged  around  24  feet.  McLean 
Brown,  sophomore  javelin  thrower,  showed  promise  of  future  worth.

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Wins  over  Purdue,  Indiana  and  Notre  Dame  featured  the  Northwestern  tennis 
season  of  1929.  Bert  Riel  and  Rus  Bergherm,  both  members  of  the  basketball 
team,  proved  the  mainstays  of  the  net  team.  The  squad  won  four  out  of  nine 
matches,   dropping   meets   to   Michigan,   Minnesota,   Chicago   and   Wisconsin. 

Rapid  strides  were  made  in  the  intramural  program  conducted  by  Northwestern 
University  during  the  year  1928-29.  Twenty-three  sports  were  offered  and  1,989 
men  participated. 

Phi  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity  won  tlie  sweepstakes  trophy  offered  for  the  organi- 
zation scoring  the  most  points  during  the  year.  Other  fraternities  placing  among 
the  first  ten  were  Sigma  Chi,  Sigma  Nu,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Phi  Nu  Beta,  Delta 
Upsilon,  Wranglers,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Delta  Tau  Delta  and  Phi  Delta 
Theta. 

Among  the  sports  offered  were  tennis,  golf,  cross-country,  track,  football,  horse- 
shoes, swimming,  water  polo,  basketball,  wrestling,  bowling,  baseball  and  tug  o'  war. 

Northwestern  University's  new  football  stadium,  erected  in  1926,  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  outstanding  grid  structures  in  the  country.  The  semicircular,  double 
decked  west  stand  with  the  two  towering  ramps  at  both  ends  makes  an  imposing 
picture  when  filled  with  thousands  of  fans  on  the  day  of  a  game. 

The  seating  capacity  of  the  west  stand  is  about  25,000  and  that  of  the  east  side 
as  far  as  completed  is  12,000.  Sufficient  temporary  seats  have  been  installed  in  the 
end  zones  to  boost  the  present  seating  capacity  to  about  50,000.  When  entirely 
completed  the  stadium  will  have  a  seating  capacity  of  80,000.

Ohio  Sta'te  University  entered  the  Western  Conference  in  1913  and,  since 
that  time,  has  enjoyed  more  than  average  success  in  its  athletic  relationships 
with  other  Big  Ten  schools. 

In  football,  Ohio  State  has  won  three  chami)iunships  and  been  runner-up  on 
three  occasions  for  premier  honors  in  the  Conference.  The  baseball  achieve- 
ments, while  not  as  productive  of  championships^  have  also  been  noteworthy. 
Only  one  Buckeye  nine  has  ever  gained  the  "flag"'  but  only  two  teams  have  lost 
more  games  than  they  have  won  in  the  seventeen  years  of  Big  Ten  member- 
ship. 

Ohio  State  University  has  never  been  able  to  annex  a  Western  Conference 
track  championship  although  last  year  the  Buckej^e  squad  headed  the  National 
Collegiate  Championships.  There  have,  however,  been  many  individual  track 
and  field  champions  and  quite  a  few  record  holders.  In  basketball,  the  Columbus 
institution  is  noted  for  its  well-balanced  teamwork  and  the  brilliant  perform- 
ance of  such  individual  stars  as  Johnny  Miner,  William  Hunt  and  others  of 
the  Big  Ten  era.     One  championship,  that  of  1925,  has  been  acquired. 

Organized  wrestling  was  not  undertaken  at  Ohio  State  until  1921,  but 
immediately  produced  results,  the  Bucks  winning  the  Big  Ten  title  the  follow- 
ing year.  After  winning  six  out  of  seven  dual  meets  in  1925,  Ohio  State  was 
defeated  for  the  team  championship  by  the  University  of  Illinois  by  a  narrow 
margin.  Wrestling  at  Columbus,  in  its  brief  existence,  has  produced  several 
Western  Conference  champions  and  one   Olympic  heavyweight  champion. 

In  golf,  a  most  recent  Conference  sport  for  the  Ohioans,  a  championship 
was  won  in  1928,  while  fencing,  which  was  undertaken  first  in  1923,  has  been 
equally  successful.  In  the  seven  years  since  the  introduction  of  fencing,  Ohio 
State  has  taken  two  championshiDS.  two  seconds  and  three  thirds.  In  tennis, 
Ohio  has  always  been  formidable  in  dual  meets  but  has  never  proved  for- 
tunate enough  to  annex  a  title.  In  soccer  and  polo,  the  University  is  just  gain- 
ing headway.  In  1927,  Ohio  State  claimed  the  soccer  championship,  while  an 
excellent  showing  was  also  made  last  season.  The  Columbus  poloists  won  the 
only  Big  Ten  engagement  played  last  year.  Both  sports  are  comparatively 
new  and  not  generally  found  in  the  Western  Conference.  Cross-country, 
usually  considered  as  a  complement  to  track,  has  brought  one  championship 
and   has   never  resulted   in   a   second   division   rating. 

The  words  "athletic  plant"  at  Ohio  State  University  nowadays  mean  pri- 
marily the  Ohio  Stadium.  Dedicated  seven  years  ago,  the  big  Buckeye  plant 
with  its  capacity  of  72,000  has  been  the  nucleus  of  Buckeye  major  sports. 

The  scene  of  all  football  games  and  track  meets,  the  Stadium  also  boasts 
two  ball  diamonds  adjacent,  on  which  varsity  and  freshmen  games  are  played, 
three  soccer  fields  where  this  sport  is  pursued  and  over  two  score  tennis  courts 
for  the  University  racketeers.  A  six-lap  running  track,  several  handball  and 
tennis  courts  and  other  facilities  are  incorporated  in  this  plant  underneath  the 
concrete  seating  banks. 

Since  the  athletic  administration  at  Ohio  State  University  has  resolved 
to  pay  completely  for  each  item  on  its  expansion  program  before  undertaking 
the  next,  it  was  not  until  last  season  that  further  moves  could  be  made.  It 
was  at  this  time  that  the  Stadium,  representing  an  outlay  of  almost  two  million 
dollars  was  completely  paid  for.  Simultaneously  with  this  achievement  came 
the  announcement  through  Athletic  Director  L.  W.  St.  John,  that  a  ten  year 
expansion  program  would  be  immediately  undertaken.  The  first  step  in  this 
direction  was  the  acquisition  of  an  option  on  sufificient  land  near  the  University 
grounds  for  the  construction  of  two  eighteen-hole  golf  courses.  Within  ten 
minutes  of  the  campus,  these  courses,  when  completed  within  the  next  two 
or  three  years,  will  be  ideal  facilities  for  varsity  and  intramujral  competition 
and  will   also  afford  recreation   for   the   thousands   of   students  at   Ohio   State. 

Sufficient  funds  have  been  acquired  through  the  State  Legislature  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  men's  gymnasium,  construction  of  which  will  be  started 
within   the   next   few   months.     Outside  of   this   item,   all   improvements  and   ex- 
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pansion  will  be  paid  for  from  athletic  receipts.  Items  included  in  the  athletic 
program  are  a  natatorium  for  men.  an  intramural  sports  buildine,  a  new  women's 
field  house,  a  jyarsity  field  house,  and  crew  facilities.  It  is  also  intended  to 
enclose  the  lower  part  of  the  Stadium  with  steel  sash  and  glass  as  winter  train- 
ing quarters  for  track  and  other  squads. 

Basketball  at  Ohio  State  is  in  imperative  need  of  new  facilities.  The  Buckeye 
floor  squad  long  ago  outgrew  the  gymnasium  and  has  been  obliged  to  rely  on 
the  Coliseum  at  the  State  Fair  grounds.  One  of  the  finest  floors  in  the  country 
has  been  erected  in  this  building  where  seven  or  eight  thousand  people  may  be 
accommodated.  However,  the  distance  from  the  campus  militates  against  the 
use  of  this  building  and  Ohio  ofiicials  are  anxious  to  have  their  own  structure 
as  soon  as  possible.  Training  conditions  during  the  winter  months  must  also 
be  provided  for  the   track   squad.

Returned  victorious  in  approximately  sixty  per  cent  of  all  dual  competition 
during  the  1928-29  sports  year,  Purdue's  athletic  squads  completed  a  highly  successful 
season  featured  by  team  performances  in  football,  basketball  and  pistol  shooting, 
and  individual  performances  in  track,  baseball  and  wrestling.  The  thirteen  Boiler- 
maker sports  squads  engaged  in  107  dual  contests  during  the  year  and  were  returned 
victorious  62  times,  with  two  ties. 

Jimmy  Phelan's  football  eleven,  which  has  developed  into  a  dangerous  con- 
tender under  the  Boilermaker  mentor,  turned  in  notable  victories  over  Chicago  and 
Indiana  and  fought  to  a  brilliant  19  to  19  tie  with  Wisconsin  in  Big  Ten  games, 
while  Ward  Lambert's  consistent  title  contending  basketball  squad  finished  in  the 
runner-up  post  for  the  Big  Ten  flag.  The  basketball  squad  was  recognized  as  the 
most  powerful  scoring  combination  in  the  middle  west,  and  broke  both  game  and 
individual  scoring  marks. 

Charles  "Stretch"  IMurphy,  genial  elongated  center,  was  hailed  by  most  critics 
as  the  outstanding  basketball  player  of  the  country  and  was  placed  on  every  "All- 
Team"  selected.  Murphy,  in  addition  to  being  a  tower  on  defense,  collected  143 
points  in   12   Big  Ten  games  to  set  a  new  all-time  individual  scoring  record. 

Glen  Harmeson,  graceful  forward  who  was  recognized  as  the  greatest  floor 
worker  in  the  Conference,  also  received  recognition  on  a  number  of  All-Conference 
teams,  and  the  Harmeson-Murphy  combination  was  the  most  deadly  in  the 
Conference. 

Sensational  shooting  by  Northwestern  in  the  tilt  at  Evanston  and  two  losses  to 
Wisconsin  in  a  pair  of  hard  fought  games  dimmed  the  title  hopes  of  the  Boiler- 
makers. Purdue's  only  other  loss  of  the  season  was  b}^  one  point  to  Butler  with 
Harmeson  out  of  the  game  for  all  but  a  few  minutes  because  of  illness. 

Led  by  Captain  ^^liller,  who  placed  second  in  the  sabers,  and  Seaborg,  who  tied 
for  third  in  the  foils,  the  Boilermakers  placed  third  in  the  Big  Ten  championship 
fencing  meet.  The  g-ymnasts  placed  fifth  in  the  title  tournament  after  a  successful 
dual  meet  season,  while  the  golf  team  captured  runner-up  honors  in  the  fight  for  the 
Indiana   state   title. 

Orval  Martin,  recognized  as  the  class  of  the  collegiate  middle  distance  runners, 
added  to  his  fame  with  consistently;  victorious  performances  during  both  the  indoor 
and  outdoor  seasons  climaxing  the  year  with  a  double  victory  in  the  Big  Ten  outdoor 
meet  when  he  surprised  even  his  greatest  admirers  by  winning  both  the  mile  and 
half-mile  against  stifif  competition,  although  the  races  were  scheduled  less  than  an 
hour  apart.  His  other  achievements  during  the  year  include :  New  record  for  Big 
Ten  indoor  mile;  new  record  for  1,500  meter  run  at  Illinois  relays;  mark  of  4:15.6 
for  the  mile  in  special  race  at  Penn  Relays ;  double  victory  in  Indiana  state  meet. 

Runner-up  honors  in  national  pistol  shooting  again  went  to  the  Purdue  pistol 
squad,  which  was  runner-up  in  1928  and  national  champion  in  1927.  Other  minor 
sports  squads,  although  they  failed  to  be  contenders  for  Big  Ten  titles,  turned  in 
better  than  average  performances,  and  outstanding  individuals  were  developed  in 
practically  every  sport. 

Captain  Hooker  won  the  Big  Ten  165  pound  wrestling  title  and  was  runner-up 
for  the  national  title,  while  Joe  Walsmith  was  runner-up  for  the  Big  Ten  158 
pound  title.  Orval  Martin,  versatile  track  star,  was  undefeated  in  dual  cross- 
country competition,  while  Ed  Caraway,  jack  of  all  trades  on  the  heavy-hitting 
baseball  squad,  was  far  in  the  lead  for  individual  hitting  honors  in  the  Big  Ten 
circuit. 

In  effectively  living  up  to  its  slogan  of  "Athletics  for  AH",  Purdue's  athletic 
department,  or  Department  of  Physical  Education  for  Men,  has  a  dual  function 
and  dual  support.  One  section  of  the  department,  the  side  that  comes  before  the 
public's  eye,  is  concerned  with  turning  out  the  best  possible  intercollegiate  teams 
for  competition  with  the  teams  of  other  members  of  the  Big  Ten  Conference  and 
with  those  of  other  schools.  This  side  of  the  department  is  entirely  supported  by 
the  athletic  receipts,  derived  from  the  sale  of  coupon  books,  from  admission  to 
games  at  home,  and  from  guarantees  abroad.

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The  number  of  intercollegiate  sports  teams  has  been  increasing  almost  yearly 
at  the  Boilermaker  institution.  Beginning  with  baseball  in  the  early  '80s,  football  in 
the  late  '80s,  track  in  the  early  "POs,  and  basketball  in  the  early  1900s,  the  inter- 
collegiate program  at  Purdue  has  grown  until  it  includes  thirteen  different  sports. 

During  the  past  year  Purdue  had  teams  competing  with  other  Conference  schools 
in  football,  basketball,  baseball  and  track  as  the  major  sports,  and  in  the  following 
minor  sports:  cross-country,  wrestling,  swimming,  water  polo,  gymnastics,  fencing, 
golf  and  pistol  shooting — a  total  of  thirteen.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to 
multiply  intercollegiate  sports  so  that  any  man  with  a  specialty  may  find  a  sport 
in  which  he  may  compete. 

The  other  section  of  the  department,  seldom  mentioned  in  the  public  press,  but 
at  the  same  time  one  of  the  biggest  factors  in  making  possible  a  well-rounded 
student  life  at  the  university,  is  concerned  with  the  physical  welfare  of  the  student 
body.  Its  aim  is  to  draw  into  some  form  of  athletic  competition  every  possible 
male  member  of  the  student  body.  A  further  activity  of  the  department  is  pro- 
vided in  the  conduct  of  corrective  and  medical  gymnastic  classes  for  students  needing 
the  work.  This  section  of  the  department  is  supported  in  its  activities  by  funds 
of  the  university. 

The  history  of  the  Purdue  athletic  department  is  in  brief  the  gradual  develop- 
ment of  intercollegiate  athletics,  as  a  student  activity,  from  its  small  beginnings  in 
the  early  '80s,  when  one  or  two  games  were  played  each  season,  until  the  growth 
of  interest  became  so  great  that  it  was  no  longer  possible  to  carry  on  the  work  in 
a  satisfactory  manner  with  the  constantly  changing  personnel  which  student  and 
alumni  control  made  necessary. 

In  the  year  1915,  by  an  agreement  between  the  University  authorities,  students 
and  alumni,  the  control  which  was  formerly  exercised  by  the  Purdue  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation, a  student-alumni  organization,  was  formally  vested  in  a  Department  of 
Physical  Education,  which  was  made  a  regularly  accredited  department  of  the 
Universitv.

The  1928-29  year  in  athletics  was  probably  the  most  successful  experienced 
by  the  University  of  Wisconsin  since  1912.  Wisconsin  has  ranked  in  the  first 
division  of  the  Western  Conference  in  nearly  every  sport,  with  one  champion- 
ship, four  seconds,  three  thirds,  and  two  fourths  to  her  credit. 

In  football,  basketball  and  indoor  track,  games  usually  referred  to  as  major 
sports,  the  Badgers  won  second,  first,  and  third  ratings  in  the  order  mentioned. 
The  track  team  finished  seventh  at  outdoor  championships  and  the  baseball 
team  was  high  in  the  standing  for  Conference  honors. 

The  Wisconsin  football  team,  undgr  Glenn  Thistlethwaite,  lost  the  cham- 
pionship game  on  the  last  Saturday  of  the  fall  to  Minnesota,  6  to  0.  Prior 
to  that  time  they  had  defeated  Notre  Dame,  Alabama,  Michigan,  Iowa,  and 
Chicago,  and  had  tied  Purdue. 

A  string  of  four  consecutive  Conference  championships  in  cross-country 
was  broken  when  Coach  T.  E.  Jones'  harriers  won  fourth  in  the  title  race 
last  fall.  The  Cardinal  reserve  football  eleven  played  a  schedule  of  five  games, 
winning  four  and  losing  one. 

Dr.  Waltgr  Meanwell  coached  another  of  his  short  pass  basketball  teams 
to  a  championship  this  year,  tying  with  Michigan  for  the  lead.  In  addition  to 
defeating  ten  Conference  opponents,  the  Badgers  also  upset  the  Pittsburgh 
five  in  an  early  game  at  Milwaukee. 

The  hockey  team,  coached  by  Johnny  Farquhar,  a  former  Canadian  goal 
tender,  played  twenty  matches.  Their  record  shows  eleven  victories,  seven 
losses  and  two  ties.  In  the  ice  sport  Wisconsin  finished  second  in  the  Western 
Conference  and  was  successful  in  defeating  every  team  on  the  schedule  at 
least  once. 

During  the  indoor  track  season,  the  Cardinal  team  out-pointed  five  other 
schools  and  lost  one  dual  meet.  As  noted  above,  they  took  a  third  place  in 
the  indoor  championships  at   Iowa  City. 

Wisconsin  finished  fourth  in  swimming,  although  she  won  but  two  of 
six  scheduled  dual  meets.  The  wrestlers  were  successful  in  five  matches,  while 
losing  three,  and  tied  for  third  in  the  Big  Ten  team  standings  by  defeating 
Purdue  in  an  Eastern-Western  contest. 

The  Badgers  were  third  in  gymnastics.  The  track  team  won  both  dual 
meets  scheduled  during  the  outdoor  season.  The  Southern  training  trip  in 
baseball  was  probably  the  most  successful  realized  in  many  seasons.  Coach 
Lowman's  nine  divided  a  two  game  series  with  Vanderbilt,  defeated  Washing- 
ton University,  and  won  two  contests  from  the  University  of  Mjssouri.  They 
lost  one  other  game  to  St.  Mary's  College  and  were  rained  out  of  a  series 
with  the  Kansas  Aggies. 

Wisconsin  engages  in  two  other  sports  not  generally  recognized  by  other 
members  of  the  Western  Conference.  The  crew  was  entered  in  the  annual 
intercollegiate  rowing  classic  held  at  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  in  June.  They 
met  the  University  of  Washington  in  a  short  race  on  Lake  Mendota,  Madison. 

Wisconsin  is',  also  the  only  Middle  Western  institution  to  enter  the  College 
Week  events  at  Lake  Placid,  New  York,  where  a  national  intercollegiate  winter 
sports  competition  is  staged.  For  the  past  two  or  three  years  skiers  and 
skaters  from  Wisconsin  have  kept  their  team  well  in  the  running  for  the 
President  Harding  trophy. 

Two  aspects  of  the  athletic  situation,  each  of  which  has  received  sufticient 
impetus  this  year  to  interest  alumni  and  friends  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
will  be  touched  upon  briefly  in  this  report.  These  phases  are  the  develop- 
ment of  the  facilities  for  both  intercollegiate  and  intramural  sports,  and  the 
promotion   of   intramural  activities   for   the   male   student   body. 
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The  intramural  system  has  sliown  a  marked  improvement  under  the  "Ath- 
letics for  AH"  platform  of  Director  George  I'^-  Little.  Organized  into  the 
fraternity,  dormitory  and  church  leagues,  divisions  have  heen  made  into  fall, 
winter  and  spring  sports  for  ail  male  students  of  tlie  L'niversitv  desiring  to 
participate. 

In  the  autumn  season  regulation  football,  touch  football,  cross-country  and 
track  are  in  vogue.  Basketball,  bowling,  hockey,  water  polo,  skiing^,  wrestling, 
swimming,  skating  and  indoor  track  are  substituted  during  the  winter  months. 
When  the  students  again  turn  to  the  outdoor  games,  baseball,  tennis,  golf  and 
diamond  ball  are  all  provided  for  the  various  organized  leagues. 

The  intramural  stafT,  advising  with  Director  Little,  is  now  developing  a 
scheme  by  which  every  branch  of  athletics  will  be  properly  supervised.  Its  aim 
is  to  provide  skilled  instructors  for  all  participants,  and  so  regulate  the  games 
that  the  students  mav  thus  fulfill  their  university  requirement  for  credit  in 
physical  education  to  be  applied  toward  graduation.  Other  stimulating  influ- 
ences are  the  all-university  championship  tournaments  in  boxing  and  wrestling, 
as  well  as   the   attractive   trophies   oflfered   the  winners. 

The  summary  of  participation  in  intramural  athletics,  based  on  the  spring 
season  of  1928,  and  the  fall  and  winter  of  1929,  as  prepared  by  the  Department 
of  Physical  Education,  indicated  a  total  of  6,261.  These  figures  do  not  ac- 
curately account  for  the  exact  number  of  boys  playing  intramural  games. 
There  is  some  discrepancy  because  of  duplication  during  the  three  seasons. 
However,  it  does  prove  that  the  intramural  program  is  far-reaching  as  1,331  men 
competed  in  basketball  alone. 

The  general  growth  in  athletics  has  demanded  an  increase  in  facilities, 
both  indoor  and  out,  and  definite  steps  have  been  taken  to  meet  these  needs. 
This  spring  construction  will  start  on  the  new  $385,000  athletic  field  house, 
to  be  located  directly  south  of  Camp  Randall  stadium,  facing  Regent  Street. 
This  new  building  will  house  only  intercollegiate  teams,  with  complete  pro- 
vision for  basketball  and  indoor  track. 

The  expansion  scheme  of  the  athletic  department  calls  for  additions  to 
the  stadium  whenever  the  demand  would  make  this  feasible.  From  time  to 
time  fields  are  being  improved  where  the  varsity,  freshmen  and  reserve  teams 
in  football  and  baseball  may  hold  their  rehearsals.  The  intercoHegiate  facilities 
will  be  centralized  about  the  Camp  Randall  area. 

The  intramural  workshop  will,  in  its  completed  form,  be  situated  near 
Lake  Mendota,  west  of  the  new  men's  dormitories.  Director  Little  proposes 
to  erect  an  intramural  sports  hall  for  men.  approximatej3'  72,000  square  feet 
in  size. 

This  recreational  center  would  contain  2,000  lockers,  a  large  swimming 
tank,  showers,  three  basketball  courtSj  wrestling,  boxing  and  crew  rooms, 
hand  ball  courts  and  ice  areas  for  hockey  and  skating.  At  the  present  time 
new  outdoor  areas  are  beinij  developed,  and  by  late  spring  the  intramural  center 
will  boast  additional  tennis  courts,  a  sixth  mile  cinder  running  track  and  new 
baseball   and  diamond  ball  fields.
